» us this year,’’ said Livingstone, but 
we once received a letter containing 
$125. The writer of that letter also was 
a woman and she said that she had 
taken goods to that amount from our 
store. 

“Once a man came into the store 
and asked to see the manager. He 
handed over a sum of money saying: ‘I 
was in need and I stole from your store 
because I had to have money. I am 
as honest as you are and I want to 
make restitution now. It was the first 
crime I ever committed and it will be 
the last.’

“This is the conscience monéy jen- 
son,” said Sigmund Baer. “In the 
Christmas holidays many persons who 
are perfectly honest at other times, 
cannot resist the temptation to steal. 
Often they take things to give to others 
as presents. They want to make a dis- 
but cannot afford to purchase 
everything needed for that purpose. 

“When the excitement of the holi- 
days is over and the drain on their 
purses is relieved, they make resti- 
tution. Small sums have been com- 
ing to us, almost daily, for two weeks, 
but this $50 contribution to .the con- 
science fund is the largest we re- 
ceived thig year.” 


Nugenuts Also Get Contributions, 


Fred C. Lake, secretary of Nugent's 
department store, says that several 
contributions to the conscience fund 
have been sent there since Christmas, 
but the store has not received any 
single amount as large as $50. 

“Once,” he said, ‘‘a’ woman mailed a 
25-cent piece to us.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Blissfully ig- 
norant of the fact that the most skill- 
ful surgeons in New York are studying 
to find a way of operating on him safely 
to cure him of lis pneumcnia, S-year- 
eld Vincent Maginn plays one week 
in the streéts and the next In a hospital 
where he is watched by the staff mem- 

bers. 

Four years ago the child became ill 
and at times it was difficult for him to 
breatpe. A physician diagnosed the 
case us pneumonia. In due time Vin- 
cent was pronounced cured. Three 
months afterward hé went through a 
similar iliness. Thereafter he had a 
like attack about four times a year. 

Diagrosed as Typhoid. - 

The illness recurred last August and 

his mother took Vincent to Bellevue, 
where once before his trouble had béen 
termed penumonia. The second time 
it was decided he had typhoid. He was 
placed in care of Dr. Hill, who studied 
Vincent closely for more than two weeks 
and became con-inced that typhoid and 
pneumonia did not explain the trouble. 
the constant cough puzzled him, 
‘ Judging there was. bronchial obstruc- 
tion he had X-ray photographs taken of 
Vincent's lungs and air passages. The 
cause of the frequent attacks of pnéu- 
monia was discovered to be a two-inch 
wire nail lodged in a lung where the 
bronchial tube entered. 

Where there is such an obstruction the 
patient rarely recovers. But surgeons, 
in consultation, decided after many 
weeks that an operation might be risked 
in the child’s case. But they found that 
special instruments were necessary. 

Operation Deferred. 

These were made in Germany at the 
expense of the men Interested in the 
case. They were sent here in. due time 
and the boy again was brought from his 
home to Bellevue for the operation, but 
just then he suffered another attack. 
When he got better it was thought the 
nail could be dislodged with a pair of 
small foreceps, but the surgeons de- 
ferred the operation against the advice 
of the Bellevue physicians. 

The special instruments are still un- 
used and Vincent still carries the nail in 
his lung. A wealthy friend of the fam- 
ily has taken an interest in the case, and 
as a result Presbyterian Hospital sur- 
geons are trying to find a method -y 
which Vincent can be relieved.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12.—Gov. 
Hadley today sent to the General 'As- 
sembly a message, urging the ratifica- 
tion of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States providing for 
an income tax to be paid to the nation- 
al government. 

Resolutions were introduced yesterday 
by Senator McAllister and Representa- 
tives Phelps and Hull. The McAllister 
and Hull resolutions were along the 
same lines as the recommendations 
made today by the ’ Governor, while 
Phelps’ resolution provides for a State 


income tax. 

The Governor’s message, in part, is: 

‘In response to a general demand 
from the people of the country and by 
the almost unanimous action of the Na- 
tion Congress, the income tax amend- 
ment to the Constitution is now being 
submitted to the legislatures of the sev- 
eral states for adoption or rejection. It 
has already been ratified by seven 
states — Illinois, Georgia, Alabama, 
Maryland, South Carolina, Oklahoma 
and Mississippi—and it was rejected by 
the legislatures of Virginia and New: 
York by a very small majority, and 
already efforts are being made in both 
of those states to reconsider at the 
coming session of the legislatures the 
question of the adoption of this amend- 
ment. : 


Believes It Is Justice 
“While no deciaration was “contained 


in the platform of efther party in this 
State at the last general election with 
reference to this preposed amendment, 
it is my opinion that a large majority 
of the people of this State are in favor 
of its adoption. I believe in the justice 
and the fairness of a tax upon incomes, 
and particularly do I believe that the 
power to impose such a tax, without the 
imitations and restrictions which now 
exist under the Federal Constitution, 
should belong to the national Govern- 
ment. 

“Various objections have been offered 
to the adoption of this amendment. The 


ene which has particularly attracted the iT 


attention of the’ country, which doubt- 
less largely contributed to the defeat 
of the resolution in favor of the adop- 
tion of this amendment in the Legisla- 
ture of New York, was that urged by 
Gov., now Justice, Charles E. Hughes 
ef that State in his message to the Leg- 
islature. 

“The objection therein offered was 
that if this amendment to the National 
Constitution was adopted it would con- 
fer upon the National Government the 
power to levy a tax upon incomes 4de- 
rived from State and municipal bonds. 
And in his opinion he deemed it inad- 
visable to confer upon the Nationa: 
Government the power to tax the in- 
strumentalities and means of state gov- 
ernments, and for that reason he ob- 
jected to it. 

“I do not believe the objection therein 
urged is likely to arise as a result of 
the exercise of this power by the Na- 
tional Congress if conferred, and if it 
should arise it is my opinion that, under 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, it is not well found- 
ed in law. 
Not Self-Enacting. 

“This amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, if adopted, is, of course, not 
self-enacting. It requires legislation 
to make it effective, and the laws 
which would be passed by the Na- 
tional Congress in the execution of 
the power conferred by this amend- 
ment wil] presumably be enacted with 
due consideration for the principles }. 
laid down by the decisions herein 
referred to, principles which are in- 
herent in our system and form of 
government. 

“Another objection which has been 
offered to this amendment, or rather 
to a tax upon incomes, is that it re- 
quires the exercise of inquisitorial 
powers into the private business af- 
fairs of those affected by it. There is 
no question, in my opinion, of the 
right of the National Congress, under 
this amendment, to make such ex- 
emptions as will relieve those in mod- 
erate circumstances from the burden 
of this tax, and our present system 
of State and local taxation is no less 
inquisitorial in its character than 
would be the system necessary for 
the colleetion of a tax upon incomes. 

“It is a fact well known to all who 
have investigated the operation of 
our~- eystem of State taxation that 
great fortunes and great wealth do 
not bear their burden of taxation in 
the same proportion as does the 
property of the Citizen of ordinary 
means. That the imposition of an in- 
come tax would not entirely correct 
this inequality in the burdens of tax- 
ation, is entirely true. That it would 
do much to bring about such a result, 
I think is conceded by all familiar 
with the operation of such a law in

PORTLAND, Me., Jan. 12.—A wireless 
message flashed 800 miles from steam- 
ship to steamship, from the coast of 
Fibrida to the coast of Yucatan, saved 
the life of Capt. Arthur N. McGray, 
master of the tramp steamer Herman 
Frasch of New York, when he lay at 
death's door from ptomaine poisening 
last week. . Today. the Captain, ‘in, his 
usual health, brought his vessel to this 


On Jan. 2, when the Frasch left the 
‘gulf. port, Sabine Pass, Capt. McGray 
was taken ill after eating canned sal- 
mon. There was he surgeon on board 
and he grew worse. On Jan. 4 he real- 
ized that he was near death. It oc- 
curred: to him that he could send a wire- 
less message to the physicians of the 
United States naval station, Dry Tor- 


jtugas, which was then about 100 miles 


away. 

The Ward Lihe steamship Merida was 
leaving the harbor of Progreso, Yuca- 
tan, 800 miles away, when her operator 
caught the message telling of the illness 
of Capt. McGray and asking rules fer 
treatment and a prescriptien. The sur- 
geon of the Merida wrete an answer. It 
was received on board the Frasch an 
hour before the naval surgeon at Dry 
Tortugas replied. 

Capt. McGray believes the prompt in- 
tervention by the operator of the Merida 
saved his life. 

“An hour mere and I weuld have been 
on the wrong side of the crisis,’’ he says.

of Leo Gardner, was found after an 
absence of several weeks from the city, 
and taken before the grand jury. He 
admitted having been with Gardner, 
Bohn and Piper in the American Hotel 
rathskeller. He further testified that 
he had been urged to leave the city so 
he would not have to testify. Bohn 
and Piper were again called before the 
grand jury. 

Leo Gardner then was indicted on a 
charge of manslaughter, and his father, 
Harry B. Gardner, was indicted for 
subornation ef perjury, it heing alleged 
he had induced witnesses not to tes- 
tify against his son. Patrelman Rein- 
wald of the Page Boulevard District 
was indicted for perjury, because he 
told the grand jury he saw the Gard- 
ner auto in the Gardner garage the 
night Williams was killed.

OPEN WINTER AND THE HEAVY 
CORN CROP HIT BUTTER TRUST 


Prices Away Below Normal Be- 
cause of Forced Unloading 
of Storage Stuff. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 12..—The Butter Trust 
and speculators who follow moves of 
the trust face a huge loss in butter. 
The Chicago market has been demor- 
alized for a week owing to enormous 
eold storage supplies held for high 
prices which are now coming on to the 
New York and Chicago markets in 
competition with fresh butter. 

The enormous corn crop and vpen 
winter have allowed producers of fresh 
butter to feed cattle cheaply and keep 
the market supplied. The trust had not 
counted on the big drop in corn prices. 
They bought all surplus butter at low 
prices, put it in storage and waited for 
the usual winter price of 40 cents a 
pound. 

With plenty 
worked overtime and 
facing enormous losses, 
storage stuff. 

Butter in Chicago at wholesale ranges 
from 25 to 28 cents. In New York it is 
about the same. This is a drop of 10 
cents a pound from the usual mid- 
winter prices. 

Although no exact estimate can be 
made of the arnount of cold storage 
butter: on hand at this time, reports 
from 32 warehouses affiliated with the 
Associated Cold Storage Warehouses of 
the United States show that 21,000,000 
pounds more on hand than last year at 
this time.

MORGAN ACQUIRES 
CONTROL OF THREE 
NEW YORK BANKS 


Chase National, National Bank 
of Commerce and Windsor 
Trust Co., Absorbed. 


VANDERBILT INTERESTED 


Change Is' Regarded as Strength- 
ening Financier’s National Hold 
on Money Market. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—J. Pierpont 
Morgan has taken over two of the most 
important National Banks of the city 
and one trust company. 

A. Barton Hepburn resigned as chief 
executive of the Chase National Bank; 
Valentine P. Snyder retired as head of 
the National Bank of Commerce, and 
John Alvin Young reliquished the man- 
agement of the Windsor Trust Co. 

Albert H. Wiggin, vice-president of 


the Chase; was elected to: the position 
left vacant by the retirement of Hep- 
burn. August Heckscher, president of 
the Central Foundry Co. and interested 
in several other large corporations, was 
put at the head of the Windsor Trust 
Co. 
Morgan’s Hold Strengthened. 

No successor to Snyder as head of the 
National Bank of Commerce was an- 
nounced because Snyder’s resignation, al- 
though accepted, does not take effect 
until April L nN 

Changes were made also ro the direc- 
torates and managements of other banks 
and trust companies but these institu- 
tions are minor in character and the 
changes were unimportant, although all 
were regarded as strengthening the hold 
of Morgan on the monetary situation, 
not only in this city, but nationally. 

In the case of the Windsor Trust Co., 
the President John A. Young, not only 
retired but it is understood he has sold 
all his holdings in the corporation to 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, one of the direc- 
tors, who also will take over all the 
stock in the company held by Young’s 
brother, George W. Young, husband of 
Mme. Nordica. The Vanderbilts and 
Morgan always have had the closest re- 
‘ationship in financial matters. 

Regarded as Ryan Bank, 

The National Bank of Commerce is 
the second largest national bank in the 
United States, ranked only by the 
Rockefeller National City Bank. Al- 
though it was originally regarded as a 
Thomas F. Ryan bank, a large quantity 
of its stock, held by insurance com- 
panies, which they were forced to sell 
under the Armstrong insurance investi- 
gating committee, came into the posses- 
sion of J. P. Morgan. Snyder was looked 
upon as a Ryan man. He formerly was 
president of the Western National, but 
when that institution was absorbed by 
the Bank of Commerce he joined the 
latter and larger institution as vice- 
president. He was elected to the presi- 
dency dome years later on the death of 
Joseph C. Hendrix. 

The bank’s deposits are 116, 
loans, $138,000,000; capital, meio ote 
plus and undivideu profits, $16,000,000. 

The Windsor Trust Co. and President. 


‘Young received much publicity nearly 


two years ago, when swindlers. obtained 
$110,u. worth of copper stocks pledged 
with the company, on a $50,000 loan. The 
complaint was made by M. M. Joyce, 
head of M. M. Joyce & Co., a former 
associate of F. Augustus Heinze in Mon- 
tana mining ventures. 
Company Is Exonerated. 

Subsequently Donald L Persch was 
charged with grand larceny, but it was 
said that he was merely the instrument 
of a group of Wall street men deter- 
mined to break F. Augustus Heinze. 
District Attorney Jerome afterward ex- 
onerated the Windsor Trust Co. and 
John Alvin Young, its president. from 
any criminal responsibility for the sale 
of the stock Joyce had pledged for the 
loan. The jury disagreed in the Persch 
case and responsibility for the transac- 
tion has never been placed. 

Angust Heckscher, who sticceeds John 
Alvin Young as president of the Wind- 
sor Trust Co., was very active at the 
time of the scandal over the sale of 
the Joyce stock, in an attempt to force 
a complete investigation and full pub- 
licity. He was outvoted by the other 
directors, and although there was an 
investigation, the details never were 
made public. 


MORGAN'S HONDURAN LOAN 
HELD UP BY BONILLA RISING 


State Department Said to Favor 
Revolutionist for President 
of Republic, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—On _ the 
very day Juan Paredes, Minister of 
Finance of Honduras, completed and 
signed the loan treaty between his 
country ang the United States, Minis- 
ter MoCreery reported to the State 
Department that the Bonilla forces 
had landed near Truxillo, and com- 
}munication between that port and 
Tegucigalpa had been interrupted. 

According to department officials 
this move of Bonilla will upset plans 
for closing the deal whereby J. Pier- 
pont Morgan wag to leng Honduras 
$1,000,000 and get supervision over 
the Honduras customs revenue. It is 
the belief now that the negotiations— 
which have not as yet passed the 
Honduran Congress—will be held up.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—California 
breeders of high-class horses—thorough- 
bred and trotters—will ask the legisla- 
tors now in session in Sacramento to 
pass a law creating a State racing com- 
mission, similar to that which exists in 


New York and Kentucky. 

Senator Walker of Santa Clara County, 
who in conjunction with Assemblyman 
Otis, introduced the bill which wiped out 
public betting and the betting rings on 
racetracks in this State, has introduced 
a new bill aimed to stop “oral betting”’ 
—the present system of betting on the 
Oakland track, and which the courts 
have upheld, 

It is the intention to make the pro- 
prietors of any racetrack, ball ground 
or other place where a contest is held, 
subject to a prosecution for felony if 
any betting or gambling is permitted 
on the premises. 

Supplemental to these anti-race -track 
and anti-racing bills—for they are so 
in fact, though not in name—will be a 
bill or bills to put a stop to betting of 
all kinds. 

There will be a more conscientious ef- 
fort to put an end to boxing than has 
been since W. C. Ralston was in the 
Senate and made Jimmy Coffroth step 
lively to keep in the game. It is now 
promised to limit all milling to“six 
rounds and to take from these six as 
many of their brutalizing features as is 
possible without entirely doing away 
with the art of self-defense.
